2. The examiner informally notes that in claim 30, 1. 6, "an organic acid esters and 
ethers" should be consistently either singular or plural, not mixed as it is now. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 30-34 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuura I as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 3 of the previous full 
Office action. 

5. Claims 38-42 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuura I in view of Matsuura II as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 4 
of the previous Office action. 

6. Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuura I in view of Sasaki as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 5 of the 
previous Office action. 

7. Claims 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuura I and Matsuura II and further in view of Sasaki as cited in and for the reasons of record 
given in paragraph 7 of the previous Office action.
